fc  Libby- -Molokai's  largest 
single  employer--to  sell  its 
Mannaloa  pineapple  plan¬ 
tation  have  had  little  appa¬ 
rent  effect  on  Molokai  so  far, 

B.  H.  Moltzau,  manager 
of  the  Mannaloa  plantation, 
emphasizes  that  business 
will  continue  "as  usual" 
during  sale  negotiations. 

Libby  announced  last 
month  that  it  "is  exploring 
with  certain  food  companies 
the  possibility  of  selling  its 
Hawaiian  pineapple  opera¬ 
tions."  Libby  intends  to  sell 
the  plantation  to  a  firm  that 
will  continue  growing  pine¬ 
apple  on  the  land. 

Last  week,  the  plantation 
"furloughed"  its  101  non¬ 
regular  employes.  "This 
announcement  should  not  be 
a  cause  for  alarm,"  Moltzau 
said  in  announcing  the 
action.  "This  is  the  usual 
procedure  which  occurs 
every  year. " 

"There  have  been  rumors 
circulating  that  this  plan¬ 
tation  is  about  to  cease 
operating, "  Moltzau  said. 
"There  is  no  truth  to  these 
rumors.  We  are  looking 
forward  to  the  largest  har¬ 
vest  season  in  the  history  of 
this  plantation  next  year.  " 

The  furloughed  non-regular 
employes  will  be  recalled 
for  work  next  year  when  they 
are  needed,  he  said.  The 
Libby  work  force  on  Molokai 
now  totals  about  300  persons. 


Largest  Development 
Planned  at  Molokai  Ranch 

Molokai  has  a  reputation 
as  the  least  developed- -and 
the  most  truly  "Hawaiian"-- 
of  the  major  Hawaiian 
Islands. 

This  is  a  reputation  that 
will  undergo  a  severe  test  in 
the  next  decade  as  a  series 
of  ambitious  tourist  develop¬ 
ment  plans  begin  coming  to 
fruition. 

These  plans  will  have  an 
immense  impact- -for  better 
or  worse- -on  the  quiet, 
rural  life  of  Molokai's  6,000 
residents. 

The  largest  development 
will  be  built  on  Molokai 
Banch  land  on  the  island's 
west  end.  Plans  call  for  an 
eventual  permanent  commu¬ 
nity  of  30, 000  persons,  at  a 
cost  of  several  hundred 
million  dollars. 

Preparations  now  are 
underway  for  development  of 
the  project's  first  increment 
of  3,400  acres.  This  first 
portion  is  to  include  seven 
hotels  with  a  total  of  up  to 
1,500  rooms,  two  18-hole 
golf  courses,  and  homes  and 
apartment  buildings. 

Work  on  initial  land  im¬ 
provements-- such  as  access 
roads,  landscaping  prepara¬ 
tions,  water  transmission 
lines  and  employe  housing-- 
is  to  begin  next  spring. 

The  Molokai  Ranch  lands 
are  being  developed  by  the 
Kaluakoi  Corp. ,  a  partner¬ 
ship  between  Louisiana  Land 
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Ted  Watson  surveys  Molokai  Ranch  with  architect  Chas.Gri.gga 

and  Exploration  Co.  and  the  tip  is  another  area  ripe  for 
Molokai  Ranch,  which  owns  tourist  development.  Murphy 


about  75,000  of  the  160,000 
acres  of  land  on  the  island. 
Ted  Watson,  general  man¬ 
ager  for  Kaluakoi,  said  the 
project’s  first  hotel  could  be 
opened  by  late  1973. 

Another  major  project  has 
begun  at  Puaahala  on  Molo¬ 
kai's  east  end.  A  dredging 
machine  now  is  in  operation 
at  the  site,  dredging  a  shoal 
area  for  eventual  construct¬ 
ion  of  a  2,  000-boat  marina. 

The  Puaahala  Co.  ,  deve¬ 
lopers  of  the  area,  owns  800 
acres  of  land.  The  company 
plans  to  develop  sites  for 
homes,  apartments,  busi¬ 
nesses,  and  seven  250- room 
hotels. 

Paul  Noel,  a  partner  in 
the  Puaahala  Co. ,  said  the 
first  hotel  should  be  comple¬ 
ted  by  late  1971.

The  1.4-billion-gallon 
reservoir  is  the  final  facility 
in  the  $9. 9  million  Molokai 
Irrigation  Project.  The 
irrigation  project  also  in¬ 
cludes  transmission  pipe¬ 
lines  and  a  five-mile  tunnel 
to  bring  water  to  the  reser¬ 
voir  from  Waikolu  Stream 
on  Molokai's  rainy  northern 
side. 

The  reservoir  will  provide 
Molokai's  dry  west  end  with 
its  first  dependable  year- 
around  supply  of  water.  Most 
of  the  water  is  to  be  used  for 
irrigation  of  pineapple. 

The  Kualapuu  facility  is 
the  world's  largest  rubber- 
lined  reservoir.

CAP  Projects 

Molokai's  Community 
Action  Program  is  currently 
working  to  establish  a  gar¬ 
ment  factory  and  a  "mini¬ 
bus"  line  on  Molokai. 

Fred  Bicoy,  director  of 
the  federally-funded  Comm¬ 
unity  Action  Program  (CAP), 
said  the  organization  is 
seeking  land  in  Kaunakakal 
as  a  site  for  the  garment 
factory  building. 

Tentative  plans  call  for 
construction  of  a  building  to 
house  24  sewing  machines 
and  their  operators.  He  said 
a  Honolulu  firm  has  ex¬ 
pressed  Interest  in  paying 
Molokai  women  to  sew  pre¬ 
cut  fabric  into  shirts, 
dresses,  mu  u-m  u  u  s  and 
other  garments. 

Bicoy  also  said  there  is  a 
need  on  Molokai  for  a  bus 
service,  using  small  van- 
type  vehicles,  to  transport 
workers,  elderly  persons, 
and  pre-school  children  to

Manager  Mike  Givens  said 
South  Shore  Resorts,  owner 
of  Hotel  Molokai,  is  planning 
construction  of  a  $1.  6  mill¬ 
ion  hotel  adjoining  the  pres¬ 
ent  hotel. 

Bill  Riggan's  Seaside  Inn, 
an  older  hotel  in  Kaunakakal, 
caters  principally  to  Hawaii 
residents.  Riggan  said  he 
hopes  to  rebuild  the  hotel  in 
the  future. 

Molokai  currently  pro¬ 
vides  a  number  of  other 
services  Important  in  the 
tourist  industry.  Air  Molo¬ 
kai  and  Molokai  Aviation 
Corp.  offer  air  charter  ser¬ 
vices.  Grayline  and  Molokai 
Island  Tours  provide  car 
rental  and  tour  services. 

Several  major  projects 
now  in  various  stages  of 
planning  will  contribute  to 
Molokai's  desirability  as  a 
tourist  center. 

These  include  expansion 
of  the  airport  at  Hoolehua, 


in  more  Jobs  for  residents 
and  more  customers  for 
island  businessmen.  New 
areas  could  be  opened  for 
public  swimming  and  other 
recreation.  The  increased 
activity  might  induce  more 
of  the  island's  young  people 
to  remain  on  Molokai. 

On  the  other  hand,  devel¬ 
opment  could  change  the 
entire  character  of  the  island 
for  the  worse.  Competition 
withnew  businesses  operated 
by  "outsiders"  could  harm 
island  businessmen.  Poorly- 
planned  developments  could 
detract  from  the  natural 
appearance  of  the  island. 

Some  residents  criticize 
the  minor  role  given  Molokai 
people  in  development  plan¬ 
ning.  A  major  complaint  is 
that  no  Molokai  resident  is 
on  the  County  Planning 
Commission.  _ 
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Fluoridation  Brings  Decrease 
In  Maunaloa  Tooth  Decay 


The  children  of  Maunaloa 
have  experienced  a  dramatic 
decrease  In  tooth  decay  due 
to  fluoridation  of  the  town's 
water  supply. 

According  to  a  report 
from  the  State  Department 
of  Health,  nine  -  year  -  old 
Maunaloa  children  had  an 
average  of  5.89  decayed, 
missing  or  filled  teeth  in 
1961,  the  year  fluoridation 
was  initiated. 

In  1968,  after  seven  years 
of  fluoridation,  the  average 
for  nine-year-olds  was  2.33, 
a  reduction  of  60.  4  per  cent. 

The  decay  rate  for  10- 


year-olds  decreased  34  per 
cent  in  the  same  period  and 
the  rate  for  11 -year -olds 
decreased  by  44.5  per  cent. 
However,  the  rate  for  12- 
year-olds  increased  by  9.9 
per  cent,  which  was  attri¬ 
buted  to  the  fact  the  children 
were  already  five  years  old 
when  fluoridation  started. 

Maunaloa  is  the  first  non¬ 
military  town  in  Hawaii  to 
fluoridate  its  water  supply. 
Libby,  McNeill  &  Libby 
spent  about  $4,  000  for  fluor¬ 
idation  equipment  in  1961, 
and  pays  an  annual  opera¬ 
tional  cost  of  about  40£  per 
resident.

The  State  has  appropriated 
$71,000  for  new  culverts  to 
handle  water  runoff  on  the 
main  highway  immediately 
west  of  Kaunakakai.  Cars 
occasionally  must  ford  the 
road  during  rainy  periods, 
and  the  area  has  been  im¬ 
passable  at  times. 


Navy  Project 
At  Lookout 

A  "classified"  project  in¬ 
volving  the  U.  S.  Navy  and 
the  LTV  company  of  Dallas 
is  currently  underway  at  the 
Kalaupapa  lookout. 

Terry  Sanks,  a  civilian 
Navy  employe  in  charge  of 
the  work,  said  the  Navy 
would  permit  him  to  give  no 
details  of  the  project, 

Sanks  said,'  however,  that 
the  work  is  "non-detrimen¬ 
tal  to  the  people  of  the 
island,  or  to  anyone  else. " 

The  project  headquarters 
on  the  cliffs  above  Kalaupapa 
includes  a  large  trailer,  a 
generator,  and  two  small 
structures  which  apparently 
serve  as  offices  or  storage 
sheds.
